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Replacements aren’t needed by Bears 


With the three weeks of silliness over, the 
Bears tried hard to get back to serious 
business, 

On the first day after the final substitute 
game, the club was trying to decide how 
many replacement players to keep around 
the locker room as a constant reminder of 
a 24-day strike better forgotten. 

They allowed advice from their returning 
strikers, which was to give all the replace- 
ments a one-way ticket home. 

“The decision of the group was we're a 
body of 45 and we can win the Super Bowl 
without the need of any scab players,” said 
alternate player representative Dave 
Duerson. ; 
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Duerson described the team meeting as 
typical — outspoken and divergent. 

“Some were totally against scabs; others 
could care less," Duerson said. 

Defensive tackle William Perry took the 
philosophical posture. 

“Really, it’s just like if one of our 45 go 
down during the season, they're going to 
bring somebody in anyway to help the team, 
so that’s the way I'm mainly looking at the 
whole situation,’ Perry said. 

Coach Mike Ditka acted like he was go- 
ing to pay attention to his veterans, then 
pulled the rug out from under them the next 
day, saying nobody was going to tell him 
what to do. 

Personnel director Bill Tobin also thought 
it inappropriate for players to have a say in 
such matters, but at least Tobin admitted 
they shouldn’t have been asked in the first 
place. 

The Bears probably did the wise thing by 
keeping a few. They didn’t become the best 
team in football by letting players fill out 
scouting reports. But you have to wonder 
whether it will be worth it. Time will tell. 

They might have been better off had they 

~ followed the advice of their regulars, at least 
temporarily. They could have sent all the 
replacements home and kept only a few 
phone numbers. 

They shouldn’t do it just because the regu- 
lars said so; they should do it because it 
makes sense. If it would make the regulars 
feel better about their immediate future, fine. 
But the reason they shouldn’t do it is they 
don’t need to do it. 


Replacements won’t help immediately 

First of all, there aren’t many replace- 
ments who are so good they could help the 
Bears immediately. The best ones got hurt. 

Wide receiver Glen Kozlowski is out for the 
season with a broken ankle: Cornerbacks 
Eric Jeffries and Lorenzo Lynch missed the 
final replacement game with injuries. So did 
running back Anthony Mosley. 

Quarterback Mike Hohensee became a 
suspicious and strange case overnight. Af- 
ter the first two weeks with a brace on his 
left knee, he refused to go onto the field in 
the final game because he felt a twinge in 
his right knee. 

Ditka was surprised, because Hohensee 
had practiced all week on the bad knee and 
trainer Fred Caito listed him as probable, no 
cause for alarm. 

“I told them Saturday | didn’t think | could 
go, because the knee was going out just 
walking around the hotel,’’ Hohensee said.

The second reason for shipping out the 
replacements is that the Bears are not dan- 
gerously thin at any position. 

- Ditka is most concerned about a long 
snapper for punts and placekicks, a legiti- 
mate and obvious worry. But they could hire 
someone else off the street who might not 
offend regulars so much as one who has 
been keeping their lockers warm during the 
strike. 

If the Bears were weak or injured in the 
offensive or defensive lines, there would be 
reason to keep some of these guys around 
to fill the holes. But there are no holes to fill. 

Safety Egypt Allen played well, too, but 
what about Shawn Gayle? When Gayle is 
ready to.return from injured reserve, the 
Bears will have more defensive backs than 
they know what to do with. They will have 
enough problems without adding to them. 


Players can still be found in bars 

Thirdly, when the Bears need to hire play- 
ers to fill roster spots in a week or two weeks 
or three weeks, the same players will be 
available. They can find them in bars and on 
construction jobs just like they found the en- 
tire replacement team. Tobin argues that 
other teams will take them, but if they were 
that good, how come some of them had 
never been in training camps before? 

The Bears don’t want to lose prospects af- 


‘ter spending so much time and energy on 


them during this strike, but none of them 
seem invaluable or irreplaceable. 
None of them are going to end up on op-

On the other hand, if they end up on the 
Bears’ roster because of injury, Perry should 
be named assistant personnel director. 

As far as starting a minor league to accom- 
modate these guys, it seems like a good idea 
that is probably farther than ever from reality. 

The theory is there are plenty of pretty 
good football players out there who only 
need some good coaching anda little time 
to develop into first-rate prospects, even 
stars. 

So it would make good sense to insure the 
future of your product by creating a minor 
league. 

But the flip side of the argument is the last 
three weeks of replacement football proved 
that no minor league is needed. 

The players are out there, everywhere, 
ready to play on a moment's notice. Teams 
can grab them out of bars and playgrounds 
and throw them into major league uniforms, 
practice them for only 10 days, and charge 
full prices. 


Why would anyone ever propose a minor 
league and pay these guys money on a regu- 
lar basis when so many of them are ready 
to quit whatever jobs they have and jump the 
next plane for $1,000 if needed. 

The point the NFL made during the strike 
is that the quality of the product is not im- 
portant enough to nurture and develop and 
underwrite and protect. 

There are’ already all kinds of mino 
leagues out there. The colleges are the main 
one,and the cost to the NFL is zero. Then 
there is the Arena indoor league, the Cana- 
dian League, and whatever next United 
States league emerges. 

Beneath that, there are touch leagues in 
every city, passing leagues, semi-pro 
leagues, bar leagues. There are bouncers, 
pro wrestlers, assistant coaches everywhere 
happy to get any chance at all. 

Besides, a minor league would mean or- 
ganization. Soon, a minor league players’ 
Lunion would develop.. There are plenty of 
labor organizers with a lot of experience in 
running minor league players’ unions. 

lt would be enough to scare off the own- 
ers from ever thinking about a minor league.

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McMahon leads fourth-quarter si npc over Bucs

TAMPA — With the Bears down 20-3 at 
halftime against Tampa Bay Sunday, you 
had to wonder if Jim McMahon would come 
off the bench in the second half and save 
the Bears like he did against Minnesota two 
years ago. , 

McMahon didn’t set the field on fire im- 
mediately in the second half. But when it 
came to do or die McMahon led the Bears 
downfield twice in the final 10 minutes to pull 
out a 27-26 win over the Bucs. The win kept 
the Bears in sole possession of first place 
in the NFC Central Division with a 5-1 record. 

It seemed the Bears wouldn’t keep their 
solo hold on first place in the first quarter. 
That’s when the Bucs jumped out to a 20-0 
lead, thanks to five Bear penalties and one 
fumble. 

“it would have been very easy to throw in 
the towel,” head coach Mike Ditka said. “We 
played very, very undisciplined football. We 
tried hard but made too many mistakes.” 

Ditka felt fortunate to get out of Tampa Bay 
with the win. “‘In the offseason I said the one 
thing | worry about is a lack of discipline,” 
Ditka said. ‘‘And | think coming off the four- 
week layoff we were not a very disciplined 
football team. We made constant mistakes 
on offense, defense and especially on the 
kicking game. We really kept giving them 
life. | just know that our guys came out and 
took a game away that we should not have 
won today. We had no right to win it — we 
won it. So that shows a little bit of class. 
Maybe that’s what champions are made of.” 

Four-week layoff hurt 

Linebacker Mike Singletary said the 
defense torgot some things during the four- 
week layoff. “One thing you have to do is 
execute, and we forgot about that at the be- 
ginning of the game,” he said. 

Despite all that, Chicago still had a chance 
to pull out the win after scoring on a quar- 
terback sneak by McMahon with 5:31 left, 
cutting the Bucs’ lead to 26-20 after Kevin 
Butler missed the extra point. On the drive 
the Bears went 85 yards on 10 plays. 

Chicago's defense then held Tampa Bay 
at midfield and forced a punt, giving the

Bears the ball back at their own 29 with 2:44 
left. That’s when McMahon went to work, 
completing six straight passes including a 
six-yarder to Neal Anderson with 1:28 left to 
give the Bears the win.

penalty. The Bucs faced a fourth and four 
at the Bear 46-yard line and punted the ball, 
but Chicago’s Jim Morrissey ran into kicker 
Frank Garcia to give the Bucs a first down 
at Chicago’s 41-yard line. That was the first 
of three penalties against Chicago for run- 
ning into the punter. 

From there Tampa Bay moved the ball'to 
the Chicago seven, where DeBerg hit tight 
end Caivin Magee over the middle for a 
touchdown pass. That gave the Bucs a 7-0 
lead with just 5:47 elapsed in the first 
quarter. 

interception nullified 

Tampa Bay almost got the ball right back 
on the Bears’ first offensive play of the game 
when Rick Woods intercepted a Mike Tomc- 
zak pass. But the play was called back on 
an illegal push penalty against Ricky Rey- 
nolds, giving the Bears the ball and a first 
down. 

Chicago couldn’t move the ball, leash, 
and when the Bucs got the ball back they 
wasted little time in scoring again. DeBerg 
again connected with Magee for 37 yards, 
moving the ball out to the Chicago 40-yard 
line. 

Then after moving the ball to the 28, Tam- 
pa Bay scored on a flea-flicker that ended 
with DeBerg throwing to Jeff Smith for a 14-0 
lead. On the play DeBerg handed off to 
Smith, who gave the ball to wide receiver 
Gerald Carter on the reverse. But Carter 


‘flipped the ball back to DeBerg, who found 


Smith wide open past Wilber Marshall down 
the left sideline. 

At that point DeBerg was nine for 14 for 
131 yards and two touchdown§s. 

The Bucs weren't finished yet in the first 
quarter. The Bears started their next drive 
in poor field position after an illegal'bloek on 
Maurice Douglass on the kick return gave 
the Bears the ball at their own nine, Dennis 
Geniry’s return to the Bucs’ 37-yard line was 


nullified by the call. 

After moving the ball to the 18, the Bears 
went back to the nine on a holding penalty 
on Jay Hilgenbeérg. On the nexi play, Tome- 
zak went into the end zone to pass the ball 
and was hit by Ron Holmes, forcing a fum- 
ble that was recovered by the Bucs’ Winston 
Moss in the end zone for a touchdown. Al 
Harris blocked the extra point attempt, giv- 
ing the Bucs a 20-0 lead with 3:10 left in the 
first quarter.

But they found a way to.call iton a running 
play in the first quarter that really hurt us."’ 

The Bears finally got on the board with 
12:37 left in the second quarter on a 38-yard 
run down the left sideline by Neal Anderson. 
Anderson bursi through three Tampa Bay 
defenders while scampering down the side- 
line on the run. 

“He provides about a third to half of our 
offense,” Ditka said. Anderson finished the 
game with 52 yards rushing on Six carries 
and seven catches for 45 yards and two 
touchdowns scored. 

Chicago cut the Bucs’ lead to 20-14 with 
12:37 left in the halfon. a 65-yard touchdown 
punt return by Dennis McKinnon, his second 
return for a touchdown this season. That's 
the first time in Bear history anyone has 
returned two punts. fer touchdowns in the 
same season. 

McKinnon faked out the entire Buc team 
when he first cut left on the ratum, then went 
down the right sideline for the score.

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For McMahon, fun comes after the victory 


Bear fans are anticipating a trip to San Die- 
go in January.

TAMPA — In his first NFL game in 11 
months, Bear quarterback Jim McMahon 
proved he still can lead the Bears like no one 
else can. 

Against Tampa Bay on Sunday McMahon 
directed the Bears on two fourth-quarter 
scoring drives to beat the Bucs, 27-26. On 
the first drive McMahon took the Bears 85 
yards and scored on a one-yard quarterback 
sneak with 5:31 left to play. 

Then when the Bear defense gave-him a 
chance to win it with less than three minutes 
left, McMahon sparkled while completing six 
straight passes. The last one went to Neal 
Anderson for six yards and the go-ahead 
touchdown. 

“I'm not surprised at anything Jim McMa- 
hon does,’’ head coach Mike Ditka said. 
“I’ve always said that. He will be our start- 
ing quarterback until there would be an 
injury.’ 

McMahon enjoyed playing on the field 
again and leading the winning drive. ‘‘It felt 
great,’’ he said. “The only thing | had on my 
mind was getting down and getting in the 
end zone. | knew we had to get the ball out 
of bounds. That’s why | went to the sideline 
routes.” 

But most often on the final drive McMa- 
hon went to Anderson. McMahon hit Willie 
Gault on the first play of the final drive for 
19 yards, then hit Anderson for six. 

Short passes to Anderson do it 

The Bears picked up a first down on 
another 19-yard gain, this one a pass to Ron 
Morris. McMahon then put the Bears in scor- 
ing position with a 16-yard pass to Gault. 
Two more short passes to Anderson, and the 
Bears were on top. 


“| was confident we could do it,’’ McMa- 
hon said. ‘'l think everybody in the huddle 
realized we could get the job done. The line- 
men did a great job giving me time to throw 
and the receivers ran good routes.” 

McMahon said Tampa Bay helped him out 
by rushing only three men on the final ser- 
ies, which gave him more time to throw. 

The Bears didn't come to life immediate- 
ly after McMahon entered the game as he 
struggled to get on track in the third quart- 
er. ‘“‘It wasn't any fun until after we scored 
that last touchdown. It was frustrating the 
first couple of series,’ McMahon said. *‘| 
made a lot of dumb calls on the first couple 
of series. | got that straightened out and 
things started to click after that.” 


, What really helped McMahon was the 
pass. protection he was getting. ‘We just 
knew we had to pass protect well and give 
him time to set up,”’ center Jay Hilgenberg 
said. ‘‘They had some stunts on us that 
caused trouble. But we battled back. That’s 
what you have to do.”’ 
Second-quarter appearance put on hold 
Ditka said he originally planned on play- 
ing McMahon in the second quarter but 
decided against it. ‘The way things were go- 
ing it would have been unfair to everybody. 
We looked like a team that was completely 
in disarray,’ Ditka said. “Mike (Tomezak) 
didn't do anything wrong out there. Mike 


played good. But nobody helped him in any, 


area.” 

What may be as important as his on-field 
performance is that McMahon came out of 
the game in good health. ‘'l didn’t hurt it (the 
shoulder) at all,’’ McMahon said. 

“I'd say he’s healthy,”’ Ditka said. ‘‘He 
took some licks. Jim’s the starter and be- 
longs out there. | think he showed that to- 
day. He threw the ball on anticipation as well 


as anybody I’ve ever seen.” 
And with McMahon back and healthy,

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Vikings favor change in playoffs this year

Not surprisingly, the Vikings favor a split 
season, or additional wild-card berths. 

General Manager Mike Lynn will argue on’ 
behalf of a revised playoff format at a NFL 
owners meeting this week in Kansas City. 
The Vikings were the last club to field a 
replacement team, which contributed greatly 
to an 0-3 strike record. 

“| made a mistake. | take full responsibili- 
ty,”’ said Lynn, who wants the NFL to bail 
him out with a new playoff system. 

“We're in trouble,’’ said running back Dar- 
rin Nelson. 

“| think it would be a big lift for us,’’ said 
quarterback Wade Wilson. ‘'] guarantee 
there would be a lot more optimism.” 

The Vikings need more than a split sea- 
son if they are to challenge for a wild-card 
berth — barring a total collapse, Chicago 
owns the division. Coach Jerry Burns said 
strike fallout has been evident during the first 
week of practice. 

“We're not catching the ball as well,” said 
Burns. ‘‘The quarterbacks aren’t leading the 
receivers quite as well.” 

NOTES: QB Tommy Kramer will stand tri- 
al Dec. 8 on a DWI charge. He faces a mis- 
demeanor charge after being arrested July 
24. Kramer missed most of training camp be- 
cause he was in a rehabilitation center. . . . 
The Vikings’ replacement team averaged 54 
yards a game rushing and gave up an aver- 
age 135.7 a game. ...

DeBerg injured his left knee in the fourth 
quarter of a 20-3 loss to Chicago and was 
scheduled to miss at least three weeks. The 
injury, diagnosed as a strained medial col- 
lateral ligament, didn’t require surgery. 

While the rest helped DeBerg, his team- 
mates returned to practice without missing 
a beat. The Bucs were one of the hardest 
working teams during the strike and weren’t 
phased when Coach Ray Perkins ran them 
through 3¥2-hour workouts in the first two 
days back. ‘ 

“They’re in a lot better condition than | 
thought they'd be in,” said Perkins. 

The Bucs practiced five days a week at 
Tampa Stadium.

This season, the Chiefs again will have to 
battle from behind to make the playoffs, 
thanks to a 0-3 showing by their replacement 
team during the strike. 

Kansas City was 1-1 before the strike, 
beating San Diego and losing to Seattle. But 
as the Chiefs went winless during the strike, 
the Chargers won all three of their games 
to grab first place in the AFC West with a 4-1 
record. 

At 1-4, Kansas City was fighting to stay 
alive in the post-season race when it took on 
San Diego again last weekend with its real 
players. 


But the Chiefs fell to 1-5 last week after 
losing to the Chargers, 42-21. Dan Fouts 
threw two touchdown passes and rushed for 
another one for the Chargers, who are now 
5-1 and lone in first place. Les Miller also 
recovered a fumble for a touchdown for San 
Diego. 


“I’m not going to take a moment to feel 
sorry for ourselves or our standing,” Chiefs 
first-year head coach Frank Gansz said. ‘‘We 
have a great bunch of guys on this football 
team and they’re fighters. They welcome a 
fight and we've got one now." 

Draft choices help out 

The Chiefs would really be hurting had it 
not been for their 20-13 opening weekend 
win over the Chargers. First-round draft 
choice Paul Palmer returned a kickoff 95 
yards for the winning touchdown with 3:19

Kansas City got more help in the game 
from another draft choice, second-rounder 
Christian Okoye. Against the Chargers, Ok- 
oye became the first player in Chiefs’ histo- 
ry to rush for over 100 yards in his NFL debut 


. as he gained 105 yards on 21 carries. One 


of his rushes was a 43-yard touchdown run 
in the second quarter for the Chiefs’ only 
touchdowns by the offensive unit. 

Already behind in the standings, the 
Chiefs can’t afford many more losses. Un- 
fortunately for them they have to play the 
Bears in their second game after the strike, 
hurting their chances to gain any momen- 
tum as they resume their season. 

“It's going to be tough,” said Albert Lewis, 
the Chiefs’ 1986 most valuable player. “But 
we feel confident this whole thing is going 
to bring out the best in this football team. Our 
backs are against the wall, but so what? 
They have been against the wall before.” 

This year’s Kansas City team is acting 
much the same way they have in the past. 
Their specialties are interceptions and big 
plays on special teams. 

In their opening-weekend win over the 
Chargers four-time Pro Bowl free safety De- 
ron Cherry had two interceptions against 
Dan Fouts. Cherry broke into the league as 
a free agent punter in 1981 and was 
switched to defensive back in one of the best 
position changes in Chiefs history. Since 
gaining the starting job in 1983 Cherry has 
been the most productive interceptor in the 
league, picking off 30 passes. In each of the 
past four seasons Cherry has picked off at 
least seven passes.and made over _100.

The other thing the Chiefs usually rely on 
is their special teams unit. Through this sea- 
son’s first five games Kansas City has 
scored three special teams touchdowns. And 
over the last eight regular and post-season 
games, the special teams unit has scored 
seven touchdowns. 

Before the strike the Chiefs’ Palmer was 
the NFL's leading kickoff returner with a 
28-yard average on 12 returns. 


On offense the Chiefs are led by veteran 
Bill Kenney, who replaced Todd Blackledge 
as the starting quarterback in the second 
week of the season. Last Sunday Kenney 
was 22 of 38 for 328 yards, two touchdowns 
and one interception.

Receivers near marks 

At wide receiver Henry Marshall had 408 
receptions going into last week's game and 
needed just three more to pass Otis Taylor 
and become the Chiefs’ all-time leading 
receiver. And Stephone Paige needed 121 
receiving yards to pass the 3,000-yard mark 
in his career. 

The offensive unit has had problems with 
turnovers this year after finishing third in the 
NFL last year in takeaway/giveaway ratio 
with a plus 14 mark. In the first five games 
the Chiefs committed 16 turnovers (11 fum- 
bles, five interceptions), compared to 35 dur- 
ing all of last year. They have 11 takeaways 
(six fumbles, five interceptions), giving them 
a ratio of -5. 

The turnovers have also led to field- 
position problems for the Chiefs. Of the 16 
Chiefs turnovers, 10 happened in Kansas 
City territory. Two were returned for touch- 
downs and two occurred on first-and-goal at 
the opponent's one-yard line. 

In the two games before the strike the 
average start of a Chiefs drive was at its own 
25-yard line, while opponents started on the 
average at their own 44-yard line. All 23 of 
the Chiefs’ drives started in their own terri- 
tory, while opponents started eight of 28 
drives in Kansas City territory. The average 
Chiefs scoring drive was 65.4 yards, while 
opponents weni just 36.4 yards to score. 

The Chiefs’ kicker, Nick Lowery, had a 
streak of 127 consecutive regular season 
PAT's going into last week's game against 
San Diego. That’s the second-longest cur- 
rent streak in the NFL after Pittsburgh’s Gary 
Anderson, who is at 157.

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McMahon may face minor surgery 


Jim McMahon is confident his rehabilita- 
tion period from shoulder surgery is over, es- 
pecially after running into a refrigerator 
during a pickup basketball game just before 
the strike ended. 

More precisely, McMahon ran into William 
Perry while going up for a layup in a game 
shortly before the Bears returned to work 
Oct. 15. “l went up for a layup and all his 
weight hit my arm and knocked it back,” 
McMahon said. ‘| don’t think I’m gonna get 
hit any harder than that. And that was the 
motion the doctors were worried about. It 
hurt like hell for a second, but it went right 
away.” 

McMahon's shoulder progressed so well 
since being placed on injured reserve just 
before the start of the season that he was 
able to come off the injured list on schedule 
last Wednesday and played against Tampa 
Bay on Sunday. 

That was the first game McMahon has 
played in since he was slammed to the turf 
at Soldier Field last Nov. 23 by Green Bay’s 
Charles Martin. McMahon underwent shoul- 
der surgery in December, and though his 
doctor told him it would take two years be- 
fore he is fully recovered, he is now playing 
once again. Dr. Frank Jobe, who performed 
the surgery on McMahon, told McMahon it 
would only be about a year after the surgery 
before he could play again. 

McMahon had hoped to be ready by the 
Start of this season, but he had problems 
building up endurance in the shoulder dur- 
ing training camp. 

“The endurance is there that wasn’t there 
before,” he said last Wednesday. “‘Strength- 
wise it’s pretty much the same. It was just 
the endurance. But now I've thrown three or

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four days in a row without any soreness. |'ve 
thrown the ball deep, short. | can throw them 
the way | used to." 

McMahon said it may have been wishful 
thinkingion his part when he said he hoped 
to be ready by the start of the regular season. 

‘| wanted to start the opening week but 
| think that was pretty unrealistic on my part. 
| think I’ve worked hard enough to get where 
| need to get to play,” he said. 

And McMahon said when he is fully ready 
to play, possibly as soon as this weekend, 
he should automatically get his starting spot 
back without having to dethrone Mike 
Tomezak. 

“| don’t think | did anything before | got 
hurt to lose my'starting job,’’ he said. ‘‘! feel 
the job is mine, but I’m not gonna make that 
decision. Tomezak's played well. | give him 
a lot of credit. But | don’t think | deserve to 
be demoted.” 

McMahon thinks Tomezak is a much- 
improved quarterback but still not a 
challenge to him. ‘‘He’s gotten better and 
he’s gonna get better. But | feel | can do cer- 
tain things.on the field that he hasn't gotten 
to yet as far as reading defenses and taking 
advantages of certain things that they 
present to you,” McMahon said. “| think 
that’s where | have a big advantage.” 

Just because last December’s surgery is 
pretty much behind him now doesn’t mean 
McMahon no longer has to worry about his 
shoulder. “'} still have a problem with alittle 
pain on the top of the shoulder that | had all 
last year,”” he said. “It doesn’t really affect 
my throwing. And Dr. Jobe feels if the sore- 
ness continues up there then he feels maybe 
a cortisone shot somewhere down the road 


* might help. And if it does, then he knows ex- 


acily what the problem is. 

“Somewhere down the line | might have 
to have that shaven. But that’s not a major, 
long rehab period.” 

McMahon said if he needs to have the 
bone in his shoulder shaven down, he'd 
have it done during this offseason. 

But for the rest of this season his daily rou- 
tine will include more extensive workouts 
with weights and rub downs after every prac- 
tice. McMahon also will work out on the Bi- 
odex machine three times a week. 

eFIVE REPLACEMENT BEARS were kept 
on the active list and worked out with the 
regular team in practices last week. But only 
one of the five was activated for Sunday's 
game. The five spare Bears working out with 
the regular team are offensive linemen John 
Wojciechowski and Mark Rodenhauser, 
linebacker Jay Norvell, safety Egypt Allen 
and defensive tackle Jim Althoff. 

Rodenhauser was the only one activated 
for the Tampa Bay game and saw some 
action. 

None of the replacements reported any 
problems from veteran players on the prac- 
tice field. 

eWITH JAY HILGENBERG still being 
bothered by a sore shoulder, the Bears were 
in search of a long-snapper last week. Head 
coach Mike Ditka decided to go with Hilgen- 
berg and Rodenhauser snapping the ball 
against Tampa Bay. 

Ditka said the Bears wouldn’t look outside 
the organization for help at center. ‘‘i think 
it’s the responsibility of us to take the bull 
by the horns and get it done,” he said. 

eDITKA HAS BEEN PLEASED so far by 
the progress of rookie quarterback Jim Har- 
baugh. ‘| couid go with Jim Harbaugh (in 
a game) and feel comfortable," Ditka said. 
“The work he's taken is all the work agains! 
the defense, which | think is good work be- 
cause he's against a great defense. He gets

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Minor league would be smart move 


The strike became more surreal with ev- 
ery game. At first, television commentators 
treated the games as larks, or flukes. They 
turned their cameras away from the action 
to show picket lines outside the stadium or 
even the dreaded talking heads, players or 
owners explaining their positions. 

But by the third week of scab games, the 
TV-NFL bedfellows had brought back their 
usual serious face. They were presenting 
these games as the real thing, as world-class 
professional football. For discriminating fans, 
it was like walking into a room with all the 
furniture nailed to the ceiling anda crowd 
of people acting as though everything were 
normal.

The problem was, the NFL was billing 
minor-league games as the big league. But 
what if the league did it differently. What if 
it staged minor-league games and actually 
called them minor league? The surprisingly 
high attendance and viewership figures dur- 
ing the strike indicate fans would go for that. 
The fringe-level players certainly would. And 
it would wind up helping the big league, too. 

lf NFL management is smart, it could ac- 
ually grow stronger from this three-week in- 
terlude of kazoos and pan lids in its usual 
16-game symphony. 

Granted, after the last few weeks, that's 
like beginning a proposition by saying, “‘If 
fish could tap dance...’ But there are ex- 
ecutives in the league who know how to 
make use of the spare parts that littered NFL 
fields while the players were’ striking. 

“Something good is going to come out of 
this,’ said Jim Finks, the New Orleans presi- 
dent who used to be the Bears’ general 
manager. He didn’t mean rugby, either, even 
if that’s how the Bears and Saints made their 
kicking plays look. He meant better players. 

Sloppy as the teams looked in their third 
replacement games, Finks said he had seen 
some replacement Saints make “dramatic 
improvement” in only three weeks. Defen- 
sive coordinator Vince Tobin saw the same 
with the Bears. "Like night and day,”’ he 
said. 

“Next year’s training camps are going to 
be the most competitive of any time in our 
league’s history because of these kids with 
three weeks under their belts,’’ Finks said. 
But why stop there? Why not give these kids 
a minor league? Let them go into next sea- 
son with three months under their belts. 

“Wouldn't it be nice,’ Finks said, “‘to start 
a league in February or March with eight to 
10 games and 12 weeks of intensive 
coaching?” 

Spring league would make sense 

He envisioned a spring league so the NFL 
wouldn't have to compete with itself, the col- - 
leges or the high schools. A spring league 
also would give players the coaching they 
need between their first and second training 
camps, the time they have a chance to grow 
from rejects to prospects. And it also could 
be a training ground for several southern ci- 
ties clamoring for NFL franchises. 

{t wouldn’t compete with the college 
teams, but it might eventually help them 
clean up their game. Last spring, several col- 
leges revoked NFL scouting privileges be- 
cause the league welcomed suspended 
players in a supplemental draft. A true minor 
league would be a piace for those players 


te keep playing football without NFL rewards - 


for getting kicked off a college team. It also 
would be a better place for many college 
players who have. no interest in going to 
college. 

The main concern against an NFL- 
sponsored minor league, Finks said, ‘‘has 
been people were skittish about controlling 
too many players because of antitrust 
problems.”’ That skittishness seems to have 
faded, with the league allowing 85 players 
per team last week even as its union sought 
antitrust damages. 

There aren't enough players to stock 56 
major-league teams, as the NFL has tried to 
do, but there are enough players to justify 
a minor league. Finks estimated 10 players 
per replacement team could ultimately help 
NFL teams, even as starters. 


“The USFL proved that,” said Tobin, who 
coached there three seasons. “‘It developed 
a lot of players who just didn’t get an oppor- 
tunity to play in the NFL. They were not quite 
big enough or not quite fast enough. But 
there are a lot of,good players in the NFL 
who are not quite big enough or not quite fast 
enough.” 

Everson Walls, for example, has led the 
NFL in interceptions three times. He never 
has had criterion speed for cornerback, and 
he may never have played an NFL game if 
his home hadn't been close to the Cowboys’ 
training facilities. He made the team be- 
cause he spent three months before his first 
training camp with Cowboy coaches every 
day, learning and improving. 

Gary Fencik and Steve McMichael went 
to Pro Bowls as Bears after other teams cut 
them. They got second chances, Finks said, 
because they went to Bear teams that were 
“woefully weak.” Those teams had to coach 
players who weren’t ready forthe NFL, just 
as everyone did during the strike. 


Coaching makes a difference 

“We got our first extensive hands-on 
coaching through this experience,”’ Bear 
defensive end Jon Norris said of the replace- 
ments. ‘When you go to camp as a free 
agent, you get hands-on coaching for one 
week. Then the veterans come in and, boom! 
You’re pushed to the back of the line.” 

Besides coaching, Finks said a minor 
league would give undersized rookies “a 
chance to get bigger. They’d go on weight 
programs.” Near-miss players wouldn’t have 
such a big disadvantage against veterans 
who can afford to make football a full-time 
job. 

“| don’t think it would have to be a for- 
profit league,’’ Finks said. lt wouldn’t have 
to lose money, though. Whether it’s the 
genius of NFL marketing or the attractive- 
ness of the game, fans like to see football. 
They pay for it. Advertisers pay for it. 

“Our guys ended up playing pretty good 
as a team,”’ Tobin said. “‘They were enter- 
taining. They didn’t make the spectacular 
plays of big-leaguers. They weren’t that en- 
tertaining. But even the big-leaguers didn’t 
look so great in the scab games. Bruce 
Clark, New Orleans’ Pro Bow! defensive end, 
made one tackle against the Bears when he 
missed his usual supporting cast. It’s still a 
team game. 


“How talented they were or are, I’m not 
sure,” Tobin said.of his replacement play- 
ers. ‘‘But they played pretty well as a team.” 

They would do the same in a minor 
league. They could make good enough 
wages to justify putting real-life careers on 
hold. Many of them do it now for free. As we 
learned from so many strike-breaking play- 
ers who'd been in semi-pro or Arena ball, the 
opportunity to keep playing the game they 
loved was more important than the slim 
chance for fame and wealth in the NFL. 


“When you've played football every year 
since junior high, it’s hard to get over it,” 
Spare Bear John Wojciechowski said after 
his last game. 

“| still have Arena ball to go back-to,”
